Moneyed Men Discount the Possibility 
of Bryan’s Election by Stowing 
Away Large Sums im Coin.

BETTING MEN REPORT BRYAN MONEY | 


SCARCE IN CHICAGO.

Five to One on the General Result Ot- 
fered and Rarely Taken—Dollars 
Laid on So-Called Doubtful States— 
Small Wagers That North and South 
Dakota Will Go Popocratic—Some of 

: 
the More Notable Opinions Backed 
with Ready Cash. 


Bryan money was hard to find in Chicago 
yesterday at any odds, according to the ex- 
perience of many men who sough: to place 
bets on McKinley. 

The odds of three to one were ‘freely of- 
fered everywhere, with comparatively tew 
takers. Men who were willing to cffer 
greater odds on McKinley’s election were 
not scarce, and bets were made with odds of 
five to one in rare cases. 

This was on the general result. Other bets 
were made on McKinley carrying Iilinois 
and on the size of the majority he will re- 
ceive in Illinois. Three to one was bet on 
McKinley and two and a half to one on Tan-

Illinois prophets who 
had sent in scores of prophecies of the result 
in their own State turned their horoscopes 
on Iowa, Michigan, Indiana, and Nebraska, 
and the prophecies over the result in each 
of these States ran into the thousands. The 
Bryan prophecies increased along with the 
total increase of prophecies received, but in 
no greater ratio, and the number of Altgeld 
prophecies fell off both in Cook County and 
the State. 


Forecasts for McKinley. 

Two thousand prophets forecast yesterday 
that McKinley would carry Cook County 
by a plurality of 50,000 votes, 500 forecast 
that McKinley would carry the county by 
100,000, 164 forecast that McKinley would 
carry the county by a plurality of 150,000 
votes, and seventy-eight forecast a plurality 
greater than 200,000. 

Of all the 50,000 prophecies there were but 
twenty-three that Bryan would carry Cook 
County. The majority of the predictions 
were for a plurality of about 5,000, an aver- 
age much below that of the preceding days 
of the contest. 

The largest number of prophecies on any 
one result: were on the vote for President in 
Illinois. There were nearly 10,000 of these. 
Six thousand prophets forecast that Mc- 
Kinley would carry Illinois by a plurality 
exceeding 50,000, 900 that McKinley would 


carry Illinois by a plurality exceeding 100,-° 


000, and 327 that the plurality would exceed 
150,000. 

There were but twenty-one forecasts that 
Bryan would carry Illinois. Less than a 
dozen of these placed the plurality above 
50,000, and the remainder prophesied a much 
smaller figure. 

Predictions for Tanner. 

There were 736 prophets who forecast that 
Tanner would carry Cook County by plu- 
ralities ranging from 2,000 to 200,000, and 
there were several more than 1,000 prophets 
who forecast Tanner would carry Illinois 
by 50,000 plurality. The forecasts that Tan- 


ner would have a plurality of 100,000 in IIIi- 


nois numbered over 633. The prophets who 
predicted that Tanner’s plurality in the 
State would reach 150,000 numbered 120, 
and there were nearly 100 who prophesied 
Tanner would carry the State by a plurality 
of from 200,000 to 300,000, 

The further decrease in the number of 
Altgeld prophecies received by the chief 
prophet made them hard to find in the great 
mass of ballot predictions received. There 
were but twenty-seven prophecies that Alt- 
geld would be elected.

FAOTIONS WRANGLE ON WEST SIDE. 
Republicans and Pepocrats Nearly 
Riot in Madison Street. 

The crowds in front of the rival political 
headquarters of the Eighteenth Ward in 
West Madison street, near Union, got into a 
wrangle last evening which for a time 
looked so serious that Policeman Hunter 
thought it necessary to send in a call for 
help. The help came and in a short timethe 
crowds went, but not until several faces 

were bruised and stained with blood. 

Throughout the early part of the evening 
the crowds kept growing in numbers on 
each side of the street. When the Repub- 
licans on the south turb yelled for McKin- 
ley the Popocrats on the north retorted by 
yelling for Bryan. Finally they left the 
sidewalks and got into the middle of the 
road, and began talking politics in a manner 
more forceful than becoming. 

Patrolman Hunter went into the midst of 
the crowd in the street and tried to disen- 
tangle the opposing factions. Deputy Sher- 
iff Schroeder, who was present, thinking to 
help the policeman, drew his revolver and 
tried to quiet the crowd. He was in citi- 
zen’s clothes, and apparently every mon 
on either side mistook him for a representa- 
tive of the other side. Policeman Hunter, 
who knew most of the men, told them Mr. 
Schroeder was an officer of the law, and 
they did not molest him. 

At this juncture the help which had been 
summoned from the Desplaines Street Sta- 
tion arrived in the form of several police- 
men and the crowd was dispersed. 

The Central detail police were required 
during the evening to disperse a number of 
crowds of men who stood on the down-town 
streets arguing politics. At S o'clock a large 
crowd gathered in front of the Schiller 
Theater on Randolph street and became 
riotous. It required the combined efforts 
of Lieut. Preston and a dozen bluecoats to 
make the excited citizens move on. The 
crowd regathered at Clark and Washington 
streets and there several fist fights took 
place. -Here it was dispersed a second time, 

In front of the Inter-Ocean Building a large 
crowd gathered and nearly blocked the 
street cars, causing pedestrians to take the 
middle of the street. The political dis 
putants were further excited by the arrest 
of an alleged pickpocket named John Burke. 
At 10 o’clock the police again required the 
mei to move on. 

As on previous nights, a crowd gathered 
in front of the Palmer House and listened to 
a curbstone oration and it required two 
policemen to keep a passage clear on the 
sidewalk. 

A small crowd of men caused considerable 
excitement in State street and Wabash ave- 
nues by walking along indiscriminatly tear- 
ing down pictures of both Presidential can- 
didates as well as small flags. 


FRANKING CAMPAIGN LITERATURE. 


Postofiice Authorities Discover the 
Law Has Been Badly Violated. 
The Postoffice authorities discovered yes- 
terday. morning that both leading political 
parties have been abusing the franking priv- 
lege.

One Term in the White House. ¢ 


Omaha, Neb., Nov. .2.—It was almost mid- 
night tonight when Mr. Bryan. spoke the 
last public word incident to his campaign. 
He had then made seven speeches in Omaha, 
‘beginning at 7 o’clock in the evening, and 
had preceded the night’s work with fifteen 
speeches made during the day at the follow- 
ing places, all in the State of Nebraska: 

Seward, York, Aurora, Grand Island, 
Hastings, Harvard, Saronville, Sutton, 
Grafton, Fairmont, Fxeter, Friend, Dor- 
chester, Crete, and Lincoln. 

He had traveled during the day 290 miles. 
It had been Mr. Bryan’s original intention 
to speak in every Congressional district in 
the State during the day, but this was found 
to be impracticable, and he entered only four 
of the six. 

Notwithstanding all the speechés of today 
were made in his own State, Mr. Bryan made 
no special appeal to State pride, nor did he 
dwell upon State issues beyond an appeal 
here and there to his friends to give loyal 
support to the silver Staté and Congressional 
tickets while they were casting their ballots 
for the Bryan Electors, He praised Gov. 
Holcomb’s administration of State affairs, 
and repeatedly called attention to the futil- 
ity of all efforts to secure reforms even with 
a favorably disposed Chief Executive with- 
out a Congress willing to codperate with 
him. : 


Dwelis on National Aspects. 

He dwelt in the main, however, upon the 
national aspects of the campaign, and ap- 
pealed to his hearers to support the cause 
upon the same general principles which he 
had advanced as essential in speeches made 
in other regularly situated communities. 

His two most important speeches of the day 
were made at Hastings and Lincoln. His 
strongest efforts were generally directed at 
crowds containing more than the usual num- 
ber of persons decorated with gold badges. 
At many places there was a sufficient num- 
ber .of these badges to call out remarks. 
They were generally outnumbered, however, 
by the silver embiems. Squads of white 
horses, bevies of girls in white, and silver 
colored hats and coats were in evidence at 
almost every stopping place. A favorite de- 
vice was 16 to 1 worked in white and yellow 
corn. ' 

The demofistrations in the way of greeting 
and of applause were so exceedingly cordial 
at all points that the Popocratic candidate 
could have found no cause for complaint on 
account of his reception at the hands of the 
people of his own State. Those who wore the 
yellow insignia treated him with entire re- 
Wect and listened with attention. 

At no time in the campaign has Mr. Bryan 
been in better physical or mental condition 
than he was for his closing day. He appeared 
to realize that he is nearing the close of ai 
arduous siege, and he did not make the usu- 
al effort to conserve his physical energies. 
He slept far less than usual between speeches 
and he allowed his voice, which is still unim- 
paired, full range. : 


Displays No Nervousness. 


He spent a greater part of the time than 
ordinarily between speeches chatting with 
friends. In these conversations he did not 
display the least nervousness over the near 
approach of the crisis of the campaign, and 
to all outward appearances he was quite as 
unconcerned as were any of his company. 

With the exception of a high wind, which 
continued for about two hours at noon, the 
weather was ideal during the day. The 
sun shone brightly, and the air was just cold 
enough to be brisk, making it comfortable 
for his audience and invigorating to the 
speaker. 


Mr. Bryan at Lincoln. 


Mr. Bryan was given one of the greatest 
receptions of his entire tour by Lincoln. his 
home city. He spoke from the balcony of 
the Lincoln Hotel and addressed an:‘audi- 
ence which filled the streets in the im- 
mediate vicinity and also extended well over 
the public square in front of the hotel. This 
address was made largely to Mr. Bryan’s 
neighbors and contained more personal 
allusions to himself than any speech of the 
long series he has made. In the first part of 
his speech he said: 

-“* So far as I am personally concerned this 
election will simply determine whether I 
shall remain a private citizen or occupy the 
most exalted position within the power of 
man to confer upon a fellow-man. It will 
determine whether I shall remain with you 
to uphold as best I can the hand of the one 
who is elected until his policy can be re- 
versed at the polls, or whether I shall depart 
from you to be gone four years, and then 
return to live with you the rest of my days. 
[Great applause and cheering.} I have 
stated that if elected I shall not be absent 
from you more than four years. When I 
stated it I meant it, and I want you to be- 
lieve in my sincerity when, I say so.“ 


He Gets Warm in the Collar. 


When Mr. Bryan closed his last speech in 
Omaha tonight his linen was as wet from 
perspiration as if it had been in the bath- 
tub, but he was as stil! buoyant and profess- 
edly as hopeful as he had ever been in the 
campaign. 

He declined to make any statement for 
publication as to his hopes of the outcome 
of tomorrow's contest. He said to friends, 
however, that he still felt absolutely confi- 
dent and expressed the belief that tomor- 
row’s results would justify his most san- 
guine claims. 

He exhibited with much interest a tele- 
gram from Chairman Jones expressing con- 
tinued confidence. The principal speech of 
the evening was at the Boyd Opera-House, 
wher Mr. Bryan addressed a crowd of sev- 
eral thousand enthusiastic, howling, shout- 
ing people. 

At Washington Hall the nominee addressed 
a crowd of several hundred Danes, who 
were demonstrative to a great degree. Then 
he was driven to Germania Hall, where the 
German-Americans of Omaha listened and 
applauded the nominee wildly. His speech 
was along the same lines as others given dur- 
ing the day. The next speech was delivered 
to the Swedish Bimetallſe League, and a 
large crowd of Scandinavians heard the 
nominee.- Mr. Bryan told of his trip through 
Minnesota and predicted that that State 
would go Democratic. 

The Bohemians heard the nominee at 
Metz’s Hall and applauded him wildly while 
he told them of the efforts in their country 
and abroad to secure bimetallism. Creigh- 
ton Hall was packed when Mr. Bryan ap- 
proached that place, and here, too, the nom- 
inee was loudly cheered and his utterances 
were well recetved. 


Last of the Speeches. 
The last speech of the night was at Creigh-

It will be necessary for him to swear in his 
vote, as he has not had opportunity to regis- 
ter.

Fort Wayne, Ind., Nov. 2.—[{Special.]—The 
engine and baggage car of the Wabash east- 
bound fast mail line were derailed at New 
Haven, six miles east of this place, this 
evening. The engine was turned upon its 
side. Engineer Joseph Long and Fireman 
Kuback of Toledo escaped injury. A tramp 
riding on the baggage car was seriously 
Hurt. The accident occurred at the cross- 
ing of the Wabash and Nickel Plate roads.

Despair of the Popocrats. 

„ Nothing makes more apparent the de- 
spair and acknowledgment of defeat for free 
silver than the attitude of the Popocrats. 
Even Bryan realizes to a certain extent, at 
least as far as his wildly excited mind can 
comprehend anything except his own 
egot'-~, that it is all over, and in an inter-

M’KINLEY’S MAJORITY IN NEW YORK 
Wagers He Will Carry the City by 25,- 
000 to 35,000. 

New York, Nov. 2.—[Special.]}—James Mo- 
Goldrick wagered $50 against $100 with 
Peter McGinn on Friday evening that Mc- 
Kinley would not carry New York County 
by 30,000. On Saturday McGoldrick viewed 
the mammoth parade of the sound money 
Republicans, and was in turn offering two 
to one that McKinley’s majority in this 
county would be more than 30,000. 

James G. Batterson wagered $500 even 
McKinley would have a popular majority of 
500,000. 

But few bets were recorded at the Hoff- 
man House. A Jersey City business-man 
remained all day in the Hoffman House 
looking for takers for any part of $10,000, 
which he offered at odds of three to one that 
McKinley would carry New Jersey by 30,000. 
He found no takers. 

Afew bets were made on the Consolidated 
Stock and Petroleum Exchanges today. W. 
B. Smith bet George W. Hoagland $3,000 to 
$800 on the general result. James Lee also 
bet George W. Hoagland $1,500 to $400 on the 
general result. 

Schalk Bros. placed $7,500 on McKinley 
and William Hawley & Co, $4,500 on McKin- 
ley for custqmers. 

S. A. Newman made a wager of $1,250 to 
$2,000 with B. Smith that Bryan would carry 
Nebraska, Indiana, and Illinois. 

Curtis and Romaine placed $30,000 on Mc- 
Kinley. Stanley Moran bet M. R. Gasset 
$500 even that McKinley would carry .New 
York City by 25,000, and also placed $2,500 to 
$400 on the general result. 

J. F. Oliver bet Jacob Field $1,000 to $4,000 
on Bryan. Frank Maier. placed $6,000 on 
McKinley. J. M. Smith bet $1,200 to $300 on 
McKinley, E. H. Hayes taking the Bryan 
end. Phillip Grandin put $2,000 on McKin- 
lex. 

A dozen small bets were made in the Fifth

The arrangements for the returns are com- 
plete and the committees hope at a reasona- 
ble hour to be able to have sufficient data to 
enable then to determine the composition of 
the next House of Representatives. 

There is no abatement in the enthusiasm 
which has characterized the statements of 
the leaders at the various headquarters as 
to the results, and all of them confidently 
predict the success of their candidates, both 
on the Presidential and Congressional 
tickets. 

At Democratic headquarters the officials 
express themselves as absolutely confident, 
first, of the election of Bryan, and secondly 
of a House of Representatives with a de- 
cided free silver majority. As to the result 
on the Presidential election, the managers 
claim Bryan will have in the neighborhood 
of 260 votes sure, with the States of Illinois 
and Iowa in doubt, but leaning towards 
Bryan. Ohio, they claim, is also in doubt. 
Senator Faulkner, the Chairman of the 
committee, left tonight for his home in Mar- 
tinsburg, W. Va., to vote, but will return to 
the city tomorrow in order to be at the head- 
quarters in the evening. 8 

An air of confidence as to the result tomor- 
row pervades the Republican headquarters. 
Besides expressing no doubt as to, the suc- 
cess of the national ticket, the statement is 
made that there will certainly be a Repub- 
lican gold standard majority in the next 
House of Representatives. Chairman Bab- 
cock says he — not see how it can be pos- 
sible for the Républicans to fall below a 
majority of seventy-five in the Fifty-fifth 
Congress. 

The Republican committee has sent up- 
wards of 4,000 persons to their homes to 
vote. | 

Senator Butler, the Chairman of the Popu- 
list Executive committee, said tonight that 
Mr. Bryan would have 258 Electoral votes 
certain. ‘‘ This,”’ he says, includes the 
solid South, and the States of Delaware, 
California, Colorado, Idaho, Kansas, Mon- 
tana, Nebraska, Nevada, North Dakota. 
Oregon, South Dakota, Utah, Washington, 
Wyoming, Indiana, Michigan, and Minne- 
sota. Illinois with her twenty-four Elect- 
oral votes, and Iowa with her thirteen have 
moved into the doubtful column with a lean- 
ing toward Bryan, while Ohio is very much 
in doubt. The fusion Electoral ticket in the 
various States is in splendid shape, the em- 
barrassments that existed have been over- 
come, and practically everything has been 
rounded up. The Democrats and Populists 
will have a majority in the next House. It 
is hard to say whether there wili be a free 
cilver majority or not for the reason that 
there will be a certain per cent of Demo- 
cratic candidates elected who are not pro- 
nounced silver men. They have been gold 
men in the past and it ts difficult to say 
how many are going to stand up for the 
declarations in the platform. The People's 
party will hold the balance of power in 
the Fifty-fifth Congress.“ 

Senator Butler's attention was tonight 
called to the published address of N. L. 
Clark, described as Chairman of the Popu 
list party in Florida, in which he resigns 
tis position ard declares for McKinley. The 
Senator said that Clark was not Chairman 
of the committee, but that the Chairman of 
the party in Florida was C. C. Post. If 
any address was made by Clark, signing 
himself as Chairman of the committee, it 
was unauthorized, says Mr. Butler, and did 
not represent the views of the State Chair- 
wan for Florida. 


INCREASE IN THE NATIONAL DEBT. 


Statement for October Respecting the 
Government's Obligations. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 2.—The October 
statement of the public debt shows the debt, 
less cash in the Treasury Oct. 31, to have 
been $987,498,956, an increase for the month 
of $7,195,726, which is accorded for by a cor- 
responding decrease in the cash on hand. 

The debt is recapitulated as follows: In- 
terest-bearing debt, $847,364,460; debt on 
which interest has ceased since maturity, 
$1,607,010; debt bearing no interest, -$372,- 
100,247. Total, $1,221,071,717. 

This does not include $564,340,923 in cer- 
tificates and Treasury notes outstanding, 
which are offset by an equal amount of cash 
in the Treasury. The cash in the Treasury 
is classified as follows: Gold, $155,323,825; 
silver, $509,058,741; paper, $154,654,286; 
bonds, disbursing officers’ balances, etc., 
$17,689,361; total, $836,676,221, against which 
there are demand liabilities amounting to 
$603,103,460, which leaves a cash balance of 
$233,572,761. — : 

The monthly comparative statement ot the 
receipts and expenditures of the United 
States shows the total receipts for the month 
of October to have been $26,232,829, as com- 
pared with $27,901,748 for October, 1895. The 
disbursement during the month aggregates 
$33,978,277, showing a deficit for October of 
$7,655,458, as compared with the deficit of 
$6,601,687 for October last year. The re- 
ceipts for the month are classified as fol- 
lows: Customs, $11,105,493; internal rev- 
enue, $13,363,156; miscellaneous, $1,814,180. 
As compared with October, 1895, the cus- 
toms decreased $2,688,000 and the internal 
revenue increased $150,000. The total deficit 
since July, 1806, is $32,889,577. 

Today’s statement of the condition of the 
Treasury shows available cash balance, 
$233,572,761; gold reserve, $117,126,523. 


EXPENSE OF THE POSTAL SERVICE. 


Annual Report of the Second Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 2.—The annual 
report of Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General Charles Neilson shows the annua! 
rate of expenditure for all mail transporta- 
t:on at the close of the fiscal year to be 
$49,523,932, of which $47,993,067 was for in- 
land mail and the remainder for the foreign 
service. For inland mail the cost is an in- 

crease of $1,656,829 for the year. 

The annual travel in star service alone 
was over 122,000,000 miles. The report says 
the experiments with the horseless wagons 
to be tried this winter will, it is hoped, prove 
successful, and they are expected to be much 
less expensive than horse wagons. Concern- 
ing pneumatic tube service, only ene tube 
(at Philadelphia) is now in operation in the 
entire postal service. The report says it ex- 
pedites the mail, makes closer connections 
both ways in greatly reduced time for prac- 
tically the same money. For establishing 
this service ,$50,000 is asked for and three 
tubes, one each in Philadelphia, New York, 
and Boston, are expected to be contracted 
for. 

The report says that at the large depots 
small subpostoffices should be established, in 
charge of regular superintcndents, with full 
postoffice privileges, except money orders 
and free delivery. Many applications have 


been made for establishing mall service on 


electric car lines, which cannot be allowed 
owing to lack of funds.

TIFFANY DIAMOND, WORTH $100,000, 


Largest Yellow Gem of the Kind in 
the World, but Comparatively 
Few Have Seen It. 


The largest yellow diamond in the world 
is now in New York. It is locked up in the 
depths of a ponderous safe, guarded by locks 
and bolts and bars. While it is known by 
reputation the world over, comparatively few 
people in New York have ever seen this 
* Tiffany diamond.” : 

Although the big diamond is valued at 
$100,000, no one can buy it, for the reason 
that it is not forsale. For eighteen years it 
has been in the big safe in Union Square. 
Sometimes it is taken out for a minute or 
two to be exhibited in the store to a cus- 
tomer, but onry twice has it been more than 
a few dozen feet beyond its resting place in 
the strong box. On one of these occasions, 
in 1893, it was taken to the World’s Fair in 
Chicago, and a few weeks ago it was ex- 
hibited to Li Hung Chang, the grand oldman 
of China. 

The taking of ithe big yellow diamond from 
the safe is an event. No single man knows 
all the combinations of the different locks 
that have to be opened, so that in order to 
get at the diamond even the owners must 
have the services of half a dosen men, each of 
whom releases a part of the combinations.

preparations for its safe transportation were 
as carefully planned as a journey by the 
Czar of Russia when it is feared there are 
Anarchists about. -Half a dozen men guard- 
ed it throughout its travels. 

When the diamond was taken out into the 
world to be shown to the representative of 
the Emperor of China, it was done with the 
greatest secrecy, not even the employés in 
the store knowing of it.

Scheme of a French Inventor for the 
Paris Fair. 

Scribner’s: What new monstrosity could 
be desired for the year 1900, which would 
make the Eiffel Tower and the Ferris Wheel 
seem insignificant? The answer is ready, so 
the French papers tell us, in the idea ofa 
mechanician, M. Borgel-Court, to build a 
gigantic sphere which ‘shall as exactly as 
may be counterfeit the earth. | 

On its surface all the countries of the globe, 
the cities, mountains, seas, and rivers, are 
to be represented with faithful configura- 
tion, while the interior is to be devoted to 
representations of the physical characteris- 
tics and elvilizations mapped on the sur- 
face—natives, trees, animals, minerals, 
manufactured products, buildings, etc. 

In each country tne traveier’s eye will 
meet with only the objects indigenous to 
that land. The journey about the structure 
is to be made by means of elevators and 
electric railways. The round tour of the 
globe is scheduled to occupy eighty min- 
utes—an irresistible figure to a compatriot 
of Jules Verne. : 

Starting from Paris, the tourists are con- 
veyed by train to Geneva, and thence by 
tunnels to the different countries of Europe, 
the East, America, Australia, and Africa, 
completing their globe trot in petto by a re- 
turn to Paris, which occupies the highest 
point of the sphere and supports a great 
figure of the French Republic. 

This portentous reminder of our geog- 
raphy classes is to be nearly 500 feet in 
diameter, or, roughly, one-eighty-thou- 
sandth as large as the original and more in- 
convenient earth. The plan is to set the 
globe on a frame, which will bring the ex- 
treme height to nearly 800 feet—an imposing 
architectural monster it should be.

‘BIRTHPLACE OF BIG EARTHQUAKES. 


Upheavals in Mikadoland Relieved to 
Have Their Origin pees 
Tuscarora | T 

The northeast coast of Hondo, the largest 
of the Japanese islands, extends nearer than 
any other land to the tremendous submarine — 
hole in the earth's crust known as the Tus- — 
carora deeps. This is the deepest part of the 
ocean so far as men know. It is almost as. 
deep as the topmost peak of the H 
is high. Throughout its hundreds of ; 
of width and breadth there are submarine — 
volcanoes. The seismic philosophers think 
that through some volcanic upheaval in 
these depths earthquake were 
transmitted along the ocean bottom to the 
shore, and a sudden rise of the water's level 
= the tidal wave on its errand of destruc- | 
tion. . 

The earthquake shacks, which travel at a 
rate of speed varz ng frem two to twenty 
miles a second, reached theshore first. They 
were mild for shaky Japan, and it was not 
until half past 8 in the evening, an hour and 
a half later, that the slowe: is waves 
of water were annou by portentous 
booming sounds. Only four miles away from 
the coast fishermen were unaware of the 
presence of any ex wave. But

itself into the inlets and bays of the hap-

Then those among them 
who felt they could not afford to give up a 
small part of one day to looking after their 
property at the polls will discover that they 
have no property left to look after. 

The first thing for every sound money 
man to do this morning is to go to the polls 
and stay there till he has marked his ballot. 
There may be a crowd ahead of him. It 
may be raining. That makes no difference. 
There he should stay till he has marked his 
ballot. 2 

The probabilities are that he will have to 
wait only a short time. There are not 
many voters to a precinct and there are 
booths enough to accommodate all quickly, 
But to wait half an hour is better than to 
lose a vote and then regret it for years. 

Some men are naturally impatient of de- 
lay. ‘There are those who, seeing they will 
have to wait a little while, say to themselves 
that they will go on down-town and return 
later in the day, before 4 o’clock, when there 
is not much of a crowd. 

Nobody should reason thus. The man 
who delays is lost. The chances are a hun- 
dred to one that if he leaves the polling place 
without having voted he never will get back 
there. Then his vote will be lost to the 
cause, to help which he registered and pa- 
raded and perhaps gave money. 

Nor should any person say to himself that 
one vote can do nothing when so many 
millions of them are to be cast. One vote 
may elect a President. One vote may elect 
a Congressman and give the sound money 
cause a majority in the House. One vote 
may elect a member of the Legislature and 
enable the sound money members to choose 
a Senator. 

Neither rain nor crowds will keep the 
Bryanites from voting. They are doing 
Satan’s work and their master will see that 
they attend to their business. Their op- 
ponents must be equally vigilant and ener- 
getic. They must vote themselves and see 
that all others vote who think as they do. 

There is too much at stake to allow one 
vote to, be lost. The peace, prosperity, and 
honor of the country all depend on the result 
of today’s election. There must not only be 
a majority for the right, but that majority 
must be overw helming.

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ENTHUSIASM IN FLAG DAY PARADES. 

The outpouring of patriots in the parades 
in the large cities on Flag day must be 
recorded as one of the conspicuous features 
of the campaign. The demonstration in 
New York was most notable. In that great 
Democratic city 103,250 men were in line to 
attest their devotion to sound money as 
exemplified this year in the Republican plat- 
form and candidate.

The silver mine men of the Rocky Mount- 
ain States have contributed in all $625,000 


to help elect Bryan. This is over and above

Part of this $625,000 contribution was a 
free gift. A portion of it was extorted from 
unwilling mine-owners, who feared they 
would be boycotted if they did not give and 
give liberally. They were practically black- 
mailed to raise a corruption fund. 

Nearly half of this fund, or $300,000, was 
sent forward in September. The latter did 
not get here until the close of October. This 
money is to be used for the purpose of secur- 
ing for Bryan States the Popocrats once 
felt sure of carrying, but concerning the re- 
sult in which they are much disturbed naw. 

They are alarmed about Kentucky, Mary- 
land, Tennessee, and even Texas, and there- 
fore money has been sent into those States 
which would otherwise have been poured 
out freely in Illinois and other Western 
States: Some has gone to Indiana, how- 
ever, where the Popocrats fancy they may 
be able to buy a victory. 

This corruption fund is not to, be used in 
buying up individual voters. With the 
Australian ballot it cannot be told whether 
the goods are delivered. The Popocrats in- 
tend to do business on a wholesale and not a 
retail basis. 

They mean to buy up election judges and 
returning boards, and have forged returns 
made. They propose to have the entire col- 
ored vote counted for their candidate, 
whether it is cast or not. It is hoped by the 
reckless use of money to steal for Bryan 
Electoral votes enough to make him Presi- 
dent, knowing those votes can be had in 
no other way. 

A part of the boodle fund has also been 
sent into forty Congressional districts for 
the purpose of electing men who will be 
beaten if the votes honestly cast are hon- 
estly counted. The object is to get the con- 
trol of the House by the dishonest means 
which are to be resorted to inythe hope ‘of 
getting the Presidency. 

But the Republicans are thoroughly in- 
formed regarding the plans of their un- 
scrupulous adversaries. They know what 
the latter intend doing and where their field 


of operations will be. Consequently noth- 


ing will be left undone to checkmate their 
fraudulent moves. 


FOURTEEN HOURS OF VOTING. 

‘Fourteen hours will elapse between the 
time the polls will open in Maine and Mas- 
sachusetts this morning and close in Cali- 
fornia this evening. Within that time 
about 14,000,060 votes will be east. and they 
will decide who will be the next President 
of the United States and what will be the 
government’s policy for the next four years. 
The vote will be larger than ever before, 
not only because of the increased popula- 
tion, but the intense interest felt in the re- 
sult. By the time the last votes are re- 
corded in the far West the yerdict of the 
people of New England will be known, .ow- 
ing to the difference in time between the 
two sections, and the small districts into 
which the New England States are cut up. 

It is a splendid spectacle, this balloting 
of a great Nation, with an area of 3, 000, 000 
square miles and a stretch from ocean to 
ocean of over 3,000 miles, and a population 
confined therein of 71, 000,000 persons. 
Before the sun sets the vast electorate will 
record its will, and before another sun 
rises the decision will be known throughout 
the civilized world. This national spectacle 
will be especially magnificent this year, for 
a public interest has been aroused in the 
issue that exceeds any previous experience 
in the history of the Nation. The issue 
involved is mere important than any other 
ever brought before the people. An ex- 
ception might be made öf the election of 
1860, but the people then did not know 
that a civil war was involved, as proved 
subsequently to be the case, They.did not 
know that the Southern States intended

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HOW 10 MAKE GOOD ROADS, 

No doubt the bicycle deserves.credit fo. 
much of the newly awakened interest in the 
betterment of our country roads. Certain 
it is that the last decade has begun a new 
era,in the history of our highways. Science 
and literary talent have now added their 
quota to the new movement. Under the 
title“ American Highways,“ Prof. N. 8. 
Shaler of Lale has produced an important 
and comprehensive work on the subject. 
He treats every phase of the subject sei- 
entifically yet simply and sensibly. I: 
would be in the nature of a national bless 
ing if every local Highway Commissioner 
could be presented with a copy and in- 
duced to master its contents. 

Prof. Shaler is not only a geologist and 
an instructor in the only university that has 
made road-making a part of its curriculum, 
but he is a practical man and a member of 
the Massachusetts Highway Commission 
recently established by the Legislature of 
that State. His mere opinion, therefore, 
have weight. Rut he confines himself chief- 
ly to facts and experiences. He begins his- 
torically, showing how the American col 
onists came honestly by their slovenly road- 
making methods, having brought over with 
them only the ideas of the Dark Ages on 
the subject of roads. No well-paved roads 
existed in America until after 1800. Then 
came the era of toll roads. Gradually there 
grew up a system of local appropriations or 
of enforced labor for road taxes. This 
compulsory working out of road taxes Prof. 
Shaler denounces as the bane of American 
highways. He says there is no reliable in- 
termediate method between that of private 
toll roads and roads controlled by a State 
commission. 

On the subject of methods and materiale 
for road-making Prof. Shaler is most heip- 
ful. He is a firm believer in the macadam 
road of broken stone, and can tell just what 
kinds of rock will give the best results. 
What scientists call amorphic trap rock 
stands at the head of the list, closely fol- 
lowed by the crystalline granites and their 
cousins, the syenites that have been used to 
pave the down-town districts of Chicago. 
The limestone so much used on our dusty 
macadamized streets, is classed as almost

the Great Lake region, where it is the only 
abundant rock, stipulating, however, that 
it must be covered with a top coating ot 


the truppean or granitic materials obtained ö 
from the country north of the lakes. , 
It is pleasing to note that Prof. Shaler is | 

perhaps the firtt authoritative writer to | 


give due prominence to the value of glacial | - 


drift gravels for road-making purposes. 
His chapters on this subject will be espe- 
cially valuable to Western Highway Com- 


missioners, as he brings all his geological | 


knowledge to bear upon the question of 
where to find the valuable beds of this 
gravel that underli¢ the soil of the whole 
lake region, and especially of Wisconsin and 
Illinois. This gravel is made up of the 
hard bits of rock swept down by the ice 
floods of the glacial epoch from the north, 
and drifted into these beds by the streams 
of water that accompanied the passing of 
the ice period. Every wheelman who has 
traversed the excellent country roads to the 
northwest of Chicago can testify what fine 
material this gravel makes for country 
highways, and how important is the infor- 
mation vouchsafed by Prof. Shaler that 
from New England to Gentral Wisconsin 
“it hardly occurs that the wash drift can- 
not be found within an area of ten miles 
square.“ 

One is almost inclined to reverse Prof. 
Shaler’s judgment classing these gravel 
roads next below those formed of granitic 
rocks, At any rate, the glacial drift gravel 
is by far the most valuable material within 
easy reach of Western road-makers. 
sincerely to be hoped that all authorities in- 
terested in the betterment of Western roads 
will “read, ponder. and inwardly digest ”— 
not the gravel, but Prof. Shaler’s wise words 
as to how and where to find it and how 
most cheaply and effectively to utilize it. 


THE stocks of grain in Chicago elevators 
on last Saturday evening were 15,224,000 
bushels of wheat, 7,540,000 bushels of corn, 
2,878,000 bushels of oats, 722,000 bushels of 
rye, and 484,000 bushels of barley. Total, 
26,848,000 bushels of all kinds of grain, 
against 20,422,000 bushels a year ago. For 
the same date the Secretary of the Chicago 
Board of Trade states the visible supply of 
grain in the United States and Canada as 
58,680,000 bushels of wheat, 19,340,000 bushels 
of corn, 11,756,000 bushels of oats, 2,544,000 
bushels of rye, and 5,907, 000 bushels of bar- 
ley. These figures are larger than the cor- 
responding ones a week ago by 1,395,000 
bushels in wheat and by 1,484,000 bushels in 
corn. The visible supply of wheat for the 
corresponding week a year ago increased 
2,504,000 bushels.

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CROP SHORTAGE 1N INDIA 


IT IS THOUGHT AMERICAN WHEAT 
WILL PREVENT FAMINE, 


Sir Richard Temple Believes Califor- 
nia Shipments Will Render Govern- 
ment Intervention Unnmecessary— 
Compares the Present Conditions 
with Those of a Former Indian 
Famine When He Superintended the 
Relief Work. 


London, Nov. 2.—The Viceroy of India, the 
Earl of Elgin, cabled the home government 
today that in the Punjaub the distress is ex- 
pected merely in the Cissutley portion and in 
| Th tracts of Lahore, Giyran- 
walla, Gujrat, and Shapur the autumn crops 
are rather better. In the northwest provinces 
the affected area issmaller than expected, but 
includes half the population. The people are 
now eating autumn millets.. The distress 


will begin about the middle of December. 


The Viceroy says the revenue-paying rice 
crops have largely failed, that about a third 
of the autumn taxation will be suspended, 
18 lakhs of rupees will be advanced for 
seeds and temporary wells, and that excel- 
lent effect is expected from these relief 
measures. 

In spite of this, however, the Viceroy ad- 
mits that distress is feared. 
Propécts Gloomy in Bengal. 

Distress is feared in the districts of Saugor, 
Jubbulpur, Nursinghpur, Hoshangabad, and 
a part of Rainpur, in the central prov- 
inces. The general prospects in Bengal are 
gioomy. If there is no rain in November 
the distress may be serious in a part of Path 
The fears, however, are 
perhaps exaggerated. Relief work has been 
ope in three districts in Upper Burma. 
and relief is likely to be wanted everywhere 
in Berar. Distress is also expected in Hyder- 
abad, Bhurtpur, Dholpur, Jaisalmere. 
Bikanir, Tonk, Gwalior, and parts of Bag- 
kelkhand and Bundelkhand. 

The prices of wheat in the Punjab are from 
8 to 10 seers per rupee. In the northwest 
and central provinces from 8 to 9% seers 
per rupee; in Bombay from 10 to 12 seers 

r rupee. 

The effect of the railway facilities will be 
to diffuse the distress, making it less intense. 
A few small riots have been reported, mostly 
owing to the export of wheat having the 
effect of raising prices. The troops have 
twice been called out, once unnecessarily. 

Several thousand tons of California wheat 


| have reached Calcutta, and 30,000 tons are 


believed. to have been bought for India, but 
the home prices are said to be rising. When 
the news of this import reached Jubbulpur 
the price fell from 8 to 10 seers per rupee. 
There are 53,800 persons now employed in 
relief work.

The Indian rupee is worth 
about 45 cents.) 

Sir Richard Temple’s Views.“ 
Sir Richard Temple, who has had experi- 


ence in Indian affairs since 1846, and who 


was at one time secretary to Sir John Law- 
rence, Finance Minister of India from 1868 
to 1874, and who was then appointed to 
superintend the relief operations in the 
famine-stricken districts of Bengal, after 
which he served as Governor of Bombay, has 
been interviewed on the threatened Indian 
famine. Sir Richard alluded to the import 
of California wheat as a unique factor in 
the situation. He said: 

It appears that this wheat can be landed 
at Calcutta and sold at from 8 to 9 seers 

r rupee. Such a possibility was never 

reamed. of in my time. If this be true it 
will suffige to fill the shortage in the Indian 
supply. Certainly American wheat soid in 
India at that price will suffice for the dis- 
tressed districts. I do not see the need for 
the government to intervene in this matter. 
If the thi can be done traders will do it 
better unaided. I think that this is a vital 
matter and the government should im- 
mediately verify it if this is possible. And 
if so they should not intervene. If the 
American supply failed then I do not think 
there is sufficient wheat in India to meet the 
scarcity. and the government might have to 
buy mang lies wherever favorable opportunity 
oflered.“

Japan’s wish to rescue Corea from political 


Chaos and to assist in reorganizing its ad- 


ministration upon a basis that will enable 
it to hold a position of independence, not 


- alone for its own preservation but for the 


general security of Eastern Asia. To in- 
stitute measures to promote the moral wel- 
fare and material progress of Corea will be 
one of the tasks of.the new Cabinet. 

Among the duties awaiting the govern- 
ment few seem to be more worthy than that 
of endeavoring to win the confidence of 
China and to engage her coéperation in de- 
veloping the civilization she has hitherto 
resisted, but the advantages of which she 
can easily share by following the. course 
that Japan has clearly marked out. 

As regards internal measures, with which 
the heads of other departments are more 
directly concerned, Count Okuma is. not 
disposed to speak authoritatively. But his 
views are clearly avowed, and as his influ- 
ence is paramount in every branch of the 
ministry, it is not difficult to forecast the 
general policy. While the schemes of mil- 
itary and naval expansion will be steadily 
carried out, rigid methods of economy will 
be observed, and legislation will be intro- 
ducted to stimulate business enterprises. 

Upon the administration of the Treasury, 


Count Matsugata, who serves as Minister, is 


in perfect accord with Count Okuma, who 
laid the foundations of the fiscal policy 
the present head of the Cabinet has adopted. 
‘To the extension of political liberties Count 
Okuma is also as strongly pledged as any 
statesman of Japan. What he can do to- 
wards the establishment of government by 
parties and the recognition of the principle 
of ministerial responsiDility, will be done. 
His approval of enlarged freedom to the 
press, subject only to restrictions essential 
to public safety and morality, has long been 


a matter of record. The people know what. 
to expect of him and his countrymen, one 
and all—supporters and opponents alike—are 


thoroughly satisfied that in the ministry he

WAS SUMMONED HOME. 


Weyler Insists on Trying the Com- 
petitor Prisoners by Court-Martial 
and Has a Clash with the American 
Representative—Gen. Lee Said to 
Have Remarked to a Friend That 
He Would Not Be Surprised if He Re- 
turned with a Warship. 


Key West, Fla., Nov. 2.—[{Special.]—Rellia- 
ble information has been received from 
Havana that a crisis is imminent between 
the United States and Spain in regard to 
Cuba, and because of this threatening situa- 
tion Consul-General Lee has been summoned 
to Washington. 

The immediate cause of the crisis is the 
high-handed manmer in which Weyler has 
acted about the Competitor prisoners. When 
the Madrid court set aside the death sen- 
tence imposed on these prisoners by a drum- 
head court-martial it was understood.by the 
United States Government that the men 
were to have a civil trial. Instead of this, 
however, Weyler, without notifying Gen. 
Lee, ordered Capt. Laborde, Correspondent 
Melton, and the other Competitor prisoners 
before a Commissioner of a naval court and 
required them to file declarations prelim- 
inary to a new court-martial, but the pris- 
oners refused to make any statement save 
in the presence of Gen. Lee. 

As soon as the Consul-General learned un- 
omelallyß that the case had again been 
called for military and not for civil 
trial he: sent an energetic note to Captain- 
General Weyler, protesting against any re- 
trial not in accordance with treaty stipula- 
tions, and entering exceptions to the pro- 
ceedings as inaugurated. 

Weyler evaded a direct answer, pleading 
lack of authority to treat upon diplomatic 
affairs, and questioning: the right of Lee to 
discuss questions which it had been cus- 
tomary heretofore to refer to Madrid for 
settlement by the American Minister and 
Spanish Foreign Office. 

Consul Lee then wrote Weyler a second 
note much more energetic than the first, in 
which he reiterated his previous statements, 
and in addition strongly hinted that the ir- 
regular proceedings would prevent the 
United States from recognizing in any way 
the validity of the new trial. Weyler then 
requested Lee to supply proof of the Ameri- 
can citizenship of Melton and others. 

The Consul without answering cabled to 
Olney. The Secretary of State answered 
promptly, and then Gen Lee informed Wey- 
ler that the prisoners having been captured 
at sea on board a vessel flying the American 
flag he must consider them all under Amer- 
ican protection. In the absence of specifi- 
cations and no arms having been taken in 
their possession all to be entitled to civil 
trial under the existing treaty and protocol. 

Again and again Weyler demanded proof 
that the prisoners were American citizens, 
but as often Lee answered: 

They were all taken under the American 
flag, and that flag will protect them all.“ 

Weyler then offered to release Melton and 
punish the others, but Lee again replied 
that the American flag was over them all, 
and he would agree to no discrimination. 

While this correspondence was in progress 
Olney, who had been kept advised, sum- 
moned Lee to Washington, whither he is 
now en route. 

It is said that just before leaving Havana 
Gen. Lee said to a friend: 

shall not be surprised if I return to Ha- 
vana with a warship.“ . 5 

Cubans here are jubilant. They say that 
the United States will either intervene or 
Spain will be forced to back down, which 
gag destroy what little prestige she has 
eft. 

Insurgents Moving On Havana. 


Advices from reliable Cuban sources is 
received here that all the rebel forces in 
Cuba are marching toward the capital. 
Cuban passengers who arrived here last 
night say that the towns in the immediate 
outskirts of the City of Havana had been 
already besieged by the insurgents. While 
the Havana papers continue to maintain 
silence in regard to Maceo’s movements 
since his brilliant attack on Artimesa ten 
days ago, it is still insisted. by active parti- 
sans here in direct communication with the 
leaders in Cuba that he unquestionably 
crossed. the military trocha at that point 
during the bombardment of the town, and 
with a small following has since marched 
through the entire Province of Havana, and 
is now at Colon, a central point in Matanzas 
Province; It is also alleged that his mission 
there is to concentrate and assume command 
ef the forces of Ricardo, Trujilo, Rojas, and 
other minor rebel leaders who have been 
operating in that vicinity with between 
4,000 and 5,000 well-armed men. 

Gomez has not been heard from since his 
attack on the Town of Cascorras and the 
subsequent engagement at Desmayo plan- 
tation, where he defeated Gen. Jiminez 
Catselino. Sparish official dispatches re- 
port large insurgent forces moving west- 
ward from Cimarrones, in Matanzas Prov- 
ince, near Cardenas, where an important at- 
tack by the rebels is momentarily expected. 
The ominous silence of Gomez is said to 
presage the planning of a series of im- 
portant attacks on the principal cities within 
Havana and Matanzas Provinces. 


Capture a Spanish Vessel. 

Col. Guspierre, formerly of the French 
army, and Col. Ortega, formerly of the 
Venezuelan army, with Lieut. Trias and 
Carlos Garcia, arrived here today from 
Nassau. These men say they captured a 
Spanish vessel off the coast of Cuba and 
conveyed the crew and provisions to.the in- 
after which they embarked on 
board the captured vessel and arrived at 
Nassau, where they were detained thres 
days in quarantine. 

They also report having been present at 
the action of Cascorras, and state that 
Maximo Gomez and othér insurgent leaders 
have sufficient arms and ammunition to 
carry on the winter campaign. 

They say that the island from Matanzas 
up is called Cuba Libra. The men are mem- 
bers of a special commission from Puerto 
Principe. 


Interview with Gen. Lee. 

Madrid, Nov. 2.—El Liberal today pub- 
lishes an interview which its correspondent 
at Havana claims to have had with Gen. 
Fitzhugh Lee, the United States Consul- 
General, previous to the sailing of the latter 
for New York yesterday on board the War 
Line steamer Vigilancia. 

In this interview the Consul-General is 
represented as saying that he was going to 
New York on private business and would 
return in a few. weeks with his family. He 
is also quoted as expressing confidence that 
the ‘‘ heroism of the Spanish soldiers under 
Gen. Weyler would soon triumph over the 
rebellion.“ 

Gen. Lee, the El Liberal correspondent 
adds, eulogized Spain for her conduct of the 
war in Cuba. 


Deny Maceo Crossed the Trocha. 

Havana, Nov. 2.—The report that Antonio 
Maceo crossed the military line after at- 
tacking Artimesa and being repulsed with 
great loss, according to the official account, 
is again denied, and it is stated that the in- 
surgents upon that occasion acted without 
unison; disobeyed orders, made no attack 
upon the forts, and were unable to capture 
the Spanish intrenchments. According to 
the official version of the affair, Maceo, the 
day after bombarding Artimesa, in con- 
versation with the manager of a firm near 
Mangas, Pinar del Rio; deplored the loss 
his forces had sustained and admitted it was 
no easy matter to cross the military line. 

The Spanish forces are slowly occupying 
the positions which Maceo may have in- 
tended to use, and he is said to be resting in 
order to care for his wounded. : 

There are two versions of the whereabouts 
of Maceo. One of them has it that Maceo 
and Rubia are in the mountains on the lim- 
its of Cabanas and Cayajabos, which consti- 
tute a part of the Sierra del Rosa Rio, and 
another report has it that he isin the Rangel 
Mountains of the Sierra south of San Cristo- 
bal. It is difficult to accurately locate him. 

The Spanish troops are continuing their 
advance westward towards the insurgent 
strongholds without receiving any assist- 
ance from the troops stationed along the 
military line, which is being still further 
strengthened. 

James Brown, a British subject and promi- 
nent in Havana business circles, has been 
imprisoned upon a political charge. 

Russian Officer Deserts Rebels. 

A Russian officer and two privates who 
have been with Antonio Maceo have sur- 
rendered to the authorities and are now im- 
prisoned in Morro Castle. They will be ex- 
pelled from the island. They alleged that 
they surrendered on account of the lack of 
order displayed amongst the insurgents’ 
forces and because they were not paid the 
Salary agreed upon.

New York, Nov. 2.—{Special.}—Another 
American vessel has been held up off the 
Cuban coast by a Spanish gunboat. This 
time it was the brigantine Carib, and it was 
compelled by signals and blank shots to 
heave to off Cape Francis Oct. 19 until the 
Spaniards had satisfied themselves it was 
not a filibuster. The Carib was within the 
three-mile limit of the Cuban coast, and 
therefore Capt. Montgomery was not in- 
clined to view the gunboat’s action as un- 
usual.

Lehmann, New Coach for the Harvard 


Crew, Will Sail on the Ma- 
jestic. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY JULIAN RALPH.] 

London, Nov. 2.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
New York Journal. IR. C. Lehmann, the 
famous Oxford coach, who is to help in 
coaching the Harvard crew, will leave for 
New York Wednesday on Majestic and pro- 
ceed straight, to Boston and thence ta Cam- 
bridge and begin work with the crew im- 
mediately. The Journal reporter say Leh- 
mann today at his beautiful home on the 
banks of the Thames at Bourne End. 

He is a man of charming manners, 
wealthy, and of excellent social position. He 
is a general favorite in athletic social cir- 
cles and cannot fail to create a good impres- 
sion and become popular in Harvard. Leh- 
mann said he had not heard anything of a 
five years’ contract or anything of the sort. 
He will remain with the Harvard crew un- 
til near Christmas, when he will return to 
England for the holidays. ‘ 

He will take the crew out on the water as 
soon as possible after he arrives and keep 
them in practice until he leaves or until ice 
or bad weather interferes. He willreturn to 
Harvard early in March and remain with 


the crew until after the American university ° 


races. Just what he will do Lehmann says 
he will not know until he arrives on the 
ground. Watson remains coach of Harvard, 
and he is going to collaborate with him, and 
by an interchange of ideas and consolida- 
tion of efforts endeavor to impart to the 
crew the best of knowledge each possesses. 

Lehmann has never seen the Harvard crew 
on the water and therefore knows nothing 
of-their style or what suggestions he might 
be able to make or what line of work he 
would suggest. All will be decided after his 
arrival on the ground. 

Ot course,“ he said, I only know the 
English method, and naturally that is the 
kind of coaching I should do, but all this re- 
mains to be settled when I get to America.” 

Lehmann has been to Harvard once before, 
but that was eighteen years ago and his 
recollections of the place are slight but 
pleasant. He saw much of the Yale crew 
this year, and said he had some jolly times 
with them and liked them immexsely. Leh- 
mann’s record is remarkable. His first coach 
was the Oxford College crew in 1887. He 
ccached the Oxford Etonians the same year. 

He coached the famous Leander crew in 
1888, 80, ‘91, and 8, and in 94 and 95 was 
both coach and Captain of that crew. He 
also coached Leander this year for the race 
in which it beat Yale. He coached the Ox- 
ford University. crew in 1891, 92, "D4, 05, and 
the present year. He has been rowing 
actively himself up to the present summer. 
He coached other notable crews than those 
mentioned, but these are the best known. 

The way he came to engage to go to Har- 
vard was from meeting R. C. Watson, Har- 
vard's coach, on the launch at the university 
race last year. On the launch was also 
Francis Peabody, a lawyer of Boston and an 
old friend of Mr. Lehmann. It was through 
Watson and Peabody that the invita: ion was 
sent to Lehmann.

POPOCRATS RAISE A CRY OF WOLF, 


Charge Republicans at Lawrenceville 
with Stealing Official Ballot 
Jones and Campau Excited.

Lawrenceville, III., Nov. 2. [Special. I rne 
Popocrats sprung a roorback here today by 
charging that official ballots had been stolen 
by the Republicans to be used in stuffing 
the ballot-boxes in the Town of Lukin. They 
charge that Leavitt Flanders, a Popocrat, 
contracted to use the ballots and carry the 
town for the Republicans for a considera- 
tion. They claim to be in possession of the 
ballots, but refuse to exhibit them. A 
Deputy United States Marshal came here 
today for the purpose, as he said, of making 
arrests, but returned to Olney without do- 
ing so. 

Republicans say if the Popocrats have any 
official ballots they obtained them surrepti- 
tiously and have raised this cry of fraud 
against the Republicans to cover some 
scheme of fraud contemplated by them- 
selves. 

SpringSeld, III., Nov. 2.—[Special. I The lo- 


cal Popocratic committee this afternoon cir- 


culated a hand bill containing a sensational 
story about the bribery of an election judge 
in Lawrenee County and the alleged steal- 
ing of a valise full of ballots. The circular 
held the Republicans responsible. No votes 
will be changed here by the roorback. 

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 2:—Daniel J. Campau, 
Chairman of the Popocratic National Cam- 
paign committee, today received word from 
Senator Jones alleging that an agent of the 
gold standard interests had been detected 
in Lawrenceville, III., with a valise full of 
official ballots, which the dispatch asserted 
were to be used in debauching and intimidat- 
ing voters. The scheme, according to the 
Popocratic managers, is to mark the ballots 
for McKinley, and buy or coerce voters into 
using them so far as possble, the ballots 
handed to such voters in booths, to be re- 
turned to the alleged agent.“

DECLARES HIS FLOCK CANNOT. VOTE. 


The Rev. J. M. Foster Says Reformed 
Presbyterians Are Not Supporters 
of the Constitution. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 2.—{Special.]—In a pub- 
lic address in his church tonight the Rev. 
J. M. Foster of Second Raformed Presby- 
terian Church declared that he and all loyal 
members in his denomination were dis- 
franchised because both the Republican and 
Democratic platforms stand on the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and that instrument 
represents repudiation of the royal claims 
of Jesus Christ, the king of kings. 

“ Usurpation of the blood-bought preroga- 
tives of the government among the nations 
and flagrant violation of his policy and just 
and good law. Reformed Presbyterians 
deny themselves political privileges not from 
motives of unpatriotic disloyalty to the 
country, but from sentiments of patriotic 
loyalty to Christ. We cannot swear to sup- 
port the Constitution, because it does not 
acknowledge Almighty God as the source of 
authority, the Lord Jesus Christ as king of 
nations, and the Bible as the foundation of 
all law. Because the Constitution makes 
public opinion and not law of God, the su- 
preme standard. Because the. Constitution 
contains provisions that are contrary to th: 
divine laws. 

The President's oath omits the name of 
God, and appeal to God is the very essence 
of the oath. Réfusing to swear to support 
the Gonstitution is the only way in which 
Christian citizens can free themselves from 
responsibility for these evils. Refusing to 
swear to support the Constitution fs the best 
and only remedy from this evil.“

He Is Identified by a Relative at Union 
City, Who Notifies the Officers— 


Story of His Wanderings in the 

South—Inviting the Public to Hear 

Him Preach—Generally Supposed to 
De Out of His Mind—Beating His Way 
on Trains. : 


Union City, Tenn:, Nov. 2.—[Special.J— 


Albert D. Powers, manager of the Cuban 
Bureau of Chicago, was in this city yester- 
day afternoon. He is now. under arrest at 
Humboldt, Tenn., a town forty miles south 
of this city. 

He was arrested last night by Officer 
Blakemore of that place, who was informed 
as to his identity by a young man named 
Hatch, who left this city with bim. Some 
young men left here for Humboldt for the 
purpose of taking charge of Powers and 
carrying him to Owensboro, Ky., the home 
of his father, Col. J. D. Powers, President of 
the First National Bank of that city. The 
facts of Powers’ visit to this city and cap- 
ture at Humboldt are interesting. 

Yesterday he walked in like any ordinary 
tramp. He wore a dark suit of clothes, 
Prince Albert coat, and a derby hat. His 
beard showed a week’s growth. He seemed 
in pretty good condition. He came here 
from Martin, Tenn., a town. fourteen miles 
east, where he had been engaged in sign 
painting for a week or more. 

Soon after he struck town he visited the 
residence part, house by house, informing 
the eitszens that he would preach at the 
court-house that night on the Sights and 
Scenes of Hell.“ Before leaving a house 
he would make a note of each invitation ex- 
tended, naming parties and the denomina- 
tion to. which they belonged. Upon being 
asked what church he belonged to he re- 
plied: “The big church.” He impressed 
every one as being insane. In his rounds 
he went into the house of Ed Hawes, a 
cousin of Powers, who identified him at 
once. Hawes asked him to come in and tell 
him about his family at Owensboro. He re- 
fused to go in, but told Hawes he knew 
nothing about his folks, as he had not seen 
them for six years. He told Hawes he had 
to meet a man up-town, but would be back 
in twenty minutes. That was the last seen 
of him by Hawes. 

It was developed this morning that a young 
man named Hayden Hatch caused him to 
leave here by telling him he would be ar- 
rested. Hatch left with him on the Mobile 
and Ohio 4:20 train yesterday afternoon, 
both riding blind-baggage. They were put 
off at Rives, a station five miles south of 
here, and jumped a freight train going to 
Kenton, where they were again put off. 
They succeeded in catching another freight 
train and went to Humboldt, where they 
wandered around until about midnight, when 
Hatch turned him over to Officer Blake, 
more. There is no doubt as to Powers 
identity, as Hawes knows him well. 

The Chicago police have learned nothing 
further about the finding of Albert D. Pow- 
ers, the missing Cuban sympathizer, who 


was reported as having turned up yesterday, . 


demented, in Union City, Tenn. 

A single telegram from his father, Col. J. 
D. Powers of Owensborough, Ky., gave the 
only news of which they are in possession, 
and this merely said the young man had been 
found by a relative and was robust phys- 
ically, but evidently mentally unsound. 

„There is nothing else to concern the po- 
lice in the case,“ said Inspector Fitzpatrick 
yesterday, since the young man has met 
with no foul play, and I suppose we shall 
hear nothing more about it. His wife and 
children are in Kentucky, and as far as I 
know he has no relative or friends in the 


city.“ a

SIXTY MILES AN HOUR. 


THIS SPEED MAY BE ATTAINED BY M. 
BAZIN’S NEW STEAMBOAT. 


‘Unique Vessel with Six Huge Hollew 


Wheels Will Be Launched at 81. 

_ Denis in a Few Days—It Will Mini- 
mise Water Resistance by Running 
Over the Sea Instead of Through 1 
Catastrophes at Sea Would Prac- 
tically Cease with Its Use. 


In shipbuilding circles at present the fore- 
most topic of conversation is the won- 
derful rolling steamboat which has been de- 
signed by M. Basin, the well-known French 


marine engineer, and an account of which | 


Was published in the New York Herald two 
years ago. Experts and all others who have 
looked into the subject agree that the con- 
struction of this vessel marks a new era in 
marine architecture. 

Transatlantic steamers go at a fair pace, 
but, if all reports are true, their rate of speed 
will appear snall-like beside that of N. 
Baziu's vessel, which is expected to go about 
sixty milés an hour, or a mile a minute—in 
other words, about as fast as the fastest 
express trains go on the continent. 

Now, how is this“hitherte unparalleled 
speed to be attained? Wh aust be done in 
order that great steamboats may be able to 
make sixty miles an hour? At this rate of 
speed New York would only be four days’ 
journey @rom Havre, Algiers would only be 
a half day's journey from Mars¢illes, and it 
would be aimost possible for a traveler to 
go around the world by sea intwenty-eight 
days. 

That such a result can only be obtained by 
a radical change in the manner of construct- 
ing seagoing vessels can readily be seen. At 
present the quickest transatlantic steam- 
boats hardly attain an average speed of 
twenty or twenty-one knots, and this speed 
can hardly be increased under existing con- 
ditions, since there is nothing more than can 
be done toward diminishing the resistance of 
the water. As, however, the resistance op- 
posed by the water to a vessel’s progress in- 
creases in proportion to the square of the 
vessel’s speed, it is clear that twice as much 
speed can be obiained if the force or power 
is decupled. In other words, multiply the 
power or impelling agent by ten and the re- 
sult will be twice the former swiftness. 

Rollers Described. 

For example, the Touraine, which con- 
sames 250,000 kilos of coal daily and requires 
12,000 horse-power in order to keep up the 
average rate of seventeen kmots an hour, 
would only require 1,200 horge-power in order 
to make half the number of knots. The 
problem, then, is how td increase the speed 
without increasing the expense. This prob- 
lem M. Bazin claims to have solved by ap- 
plying’ the principle of rolling. That is to 
say, he replaces the friction which vessels 
now experience from the resistance of the 
water by such friction as is caused when 
the vessel rolls over the water. The steam- 
boats of the future, according to M. Bazin, 
will roll over the water instead of gliding 
through it. 

Take a hollow lens-shaped disk, some- 
thing Uke two saucers joined together, 
which can be held vertically * the water. 
Plunge this disk into the water and push 
it forward. You will find that it will go 
ahead for some feet and will then be stopped 
by the resistance of the water. But if, be- 
fore. you. push it, you give it by means of a 
spindle crossing its center a’ sufficiently 
rapid rotatory movement, you will find that 
the disk will, so to speak, saw the water 
instead of cleaving it, and will thus make 
ten times the distances. 

It is evident that if one combines propul- 
sion and rotation, the gliding movement, 
having beén metamorphosed into a rolling 


movement, will produce a much greater 


quantity of serviceable. work. Another 
point has been noted by Emile Gautier, who 
has studied -the new vessel closely. The 
strain or effort,“ he points out, will be no 
longer longitudinal but vértical, from above 
downward, as though the wheel were doing 
its work by crushing or griping the liquid 
molecules. and were biting into them as 
effectively as though it were working on 
steel rails.“ 


A Curious Vessel. 


A first rolling boat constructed in this 


manner will leave the Call dockyards at St. 
Denis in a few days. It is fashioned as fol- 
lows: Imagine a large rectangular iron box 
40 meters in length by 11 meters 80 in width 
and 1 meter 70 in height, mounted upon six 
disks 10 meters in diameter and sunk in 
the water 3 meters 33, while the lower floor 
of the box is at an equal distance from the 
level of the water. In the sides of the box 
is the machinery—750 horse-power—setting 
in motion a screw and the “ rollers.” In the 
upper part of the vessel, between the disks, 
which ‘pierce the box and extend beyond it 
about two meters, are comfortable cabins, 
pleasantly arranged in pavilions. This boat, 
which has been named the Ernest Bazin 
will make its first trial trip in a few weeks 
on the Seine, after which it wili cross the 
Channel and go up the Thames to London. 
It is expected to make forty-five to fifty 
kilometers an hour while crossing the Chan- 
nel. What spectators will see will be a large 
platform, holding the boilers, machinery 
saloons, cabins, ete., and supported on each 
side by movable hollow wheels. . This

Interesting Experiments. 

M. Bazin's first experiments were made 
with a small model, the rollers of which are 
moved by clockwork, the propeller being 
replaced by a weight of 200 grammes, which 
is attached by a string passing through a 
pulley, to the front of the boat. When the 
rollers are not working the miniature boat 
takes twenty-two seconds to cross from one 
side of the large vessel, in which it is placed, 
to the other side; when they are working it 
only takes eleven seconds.

FinaHy, it is claimed that catastrophes at 
sea would, practically cease if rollers were 
used as vessels. In case of a collision or 
other accident, though some of the rollers 


might be damaged, some would almost cer- 


tainly escape damage, and two would suffice’ 


to keep the vessel afloat and to take her back 
to port: Such damage, too; as might be in- 
curred could easily be repaired.

That large portion of the Chicago public 
which rides habitually on the Clark street 


electric car line with its Wentworth avenue 


and Halsted street branches, has been in- 
terested in the last two weeks to see a hum- 
ber of new brake levers appearing on the 
) atforms of the motor cars, and to receive 
the assurance that the apparatus which they 
controlled was a great improvement over the 
style of mechanism formerly in use. The 
new device is a cable car brake applied to 
electric cars, and the Chicago City railway 
company is the first to put the idea into prac- 
tical working shape. 

For a long time the so-called momen- 
tum brakes on the cable lines of the city 
have been a source of comfort to the mana- 
gers of the various street railroads.. The 
principle of operation of the pieces of ap- 
paratus relies for stopping power on the mo- 
tion of the train itself, so that the greater 
the weight and speed of the car the greater 
the ability to apply the brakes. This is ac- 
complished by . all the brake shoes 
on the train attached to one chain, which 
ts connected to a small drum on the axle of 
the grip car.

As a result each set of 
coaches furnishes its own checking force, 
while the gripman has merely to direct the 
power used. 

Since the advent of electricity on the South 
Clark street line the huge crowds of people 
handled have made tt necessary to add 
trailers to nearly all motor cars running on 
the thoroughfare. As a result the old hand 
brakes, barely sufficient for single cars, have 
proved rather inadequate to stop two, at 
once in emergencies. For this reason Supt. 
M. K. Bowen of the South Side lines has 
been carrying on an exhaustive series of 
brake tests, investigating the merits of each 
new device brought forward by the host of 
inventors working.on the problem. The re- 


sults in no case have been entirely satis- 


factory, but the managers of the tests have 
at length arrived at a pretty accurate knowl- 
edge of what is wanted. 

After consultation with his master me- 
chanic, W. G. Price, Supt. Bowen resolved 
to try a modification of the momentum brake 
on the electric cars. It was a difficult prob- 
lem to find room for the necessary drum, 
sleeve, and disks on the axle of an electric 
truck, since the motors take up almost all 
the available space. But the master me- 
chanic found a way out of the difficulty and 
one car was equipped for an extensive trial 


ot the new device. 


Car No. 1982 was selected for the test of the 
new stopping mechanism. Under charge of 
Motorman Lutton it made regular trips up 
and down Clark street and Wentworth ave- 

e for several months, giving the most 
pronounced satisfaction. In that short space 
of time the driver is positive it saved three 
lives, and has prevented a number of minor 
mishaps. One case was that of a little girl 
at the Stock-Yards, who ran onto the track 
in front of the moving car. The motorman 
had but a few feet in which to check his 
train, but he succeeded by the use of the new 
brake in slowing down enough to save the 
child from seriousinjury. The other two cases 


were both those of drunken men, who stag- . 


gered out into the middle of the street, but 
were saved by the new brake. 


Taking the good showing made by this 


car asa sample of the work of the new brake, 
it was resolved recently to equip a number 
of cars on the same line and to await devel- 
opments... In consequence about half of the 
eighty motor cars on the Clark and Went- 
worth route have been sent into the shops 
one at a time and have reappeared a little 
while later equipped with the new braking 
mechanism. If these work well, the next 
move will be to supply all.the electric lines 
of the company with the new life-saving 
devices: 

In outside appearance the new brakes are 
entirely different from the old type of stop- 
ping mechanism. Fcrmerly there was 2 


large crank projecting from the dash board 


of each motor car and the degree of facility 
which the average motorman attained at 
screwing the awkward handle up is always 
a source ot astonishment‘to any one who 
has tried it. But the visible portion of the 
new brake-consists merely of a long lever 
projecting from the ftoor of the front plat- 
form. Wben the motorman wants to stop 


the car all he has to do is to press the lever 
ahead and the motion of the train does the 


rest. In cases where: the stop is sudden, 
the natural throw of tie ‘motorman’s body 


forward helps to set the brake the more 
tightly.

GROWTH OF CANADA’S EXPORT TRADE. 


Shipments to Nearly All Countries 
Show an Increase, United States 
Being an Exception. 


Ottawa, Ont., Nov. 2.—Official figtres of 
exports and imports for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, issued by the government, show the’ 
total foreign trade of Canada to have been 
$249,024,852, compared with $224,420,485 in 
1895. The total imports were $118,014,000, 
against $110,781,000 in 1895, and exports 
$121,013,852, against $114,638,8038 in 1895. 

The exports to Great Britain were over 
$66,000,000, an increase of $5,000,000, while 
to the United States the exports decreased 
from $41,000,000 to $39,000,000 in round fig- 
ures. 

There is a slight increase in Australian 
trade, and also with Newfoundland, but the 
exports in the West Indies dropped from 
$3,000,000 to $2,000,000. The imports from 
Great Britain increased by nearly $2,000,000, 
and from the United States they increased 
over $4,000,000.

Strength in New York Stocks Is Cred- 
ited to Covering by Shorta--Dia- 
mond Match, New York Biscuit, and 

Are Up — Open 


Firmness Is Expect 
change Opens. 


All markets were strong yesterday, and 
advances were shown in nearly all the stocks 
actively traded in. It had been expected 
yesterday’s market would be not weak, but 
dull, There is usually a disposition on the 
part of traders to avoid the market for a day 
or two before election. This was not the 
case yesterday, and all stocks in conse- 
quence showed more strength than had been, 
expected. In New York this was particular- 
ly true, and the strength there was credited 
to a disposition on the part of shorts to 
cover. 

On comparatively small orders local stocks 
showed a considerable advance. While Dia- 
mond Match sold last week in New York at 
126 the market in Chicago has been little, if 
any, above 120. Yesterday there was an, 
advance to 128, at which a sale of stock was 
made, and 125 was bid for a considerable 
quantity, which, however, did not come out. 
New York Biscuit, which has been selling at 
54, sold yesterday at 56. American Straw- 
board sold at 34, and Canal and Dock was 
strong at 60. Brewing and Packing stocks 
were also strong. There was no advance 
in North or West Chicago cable stocks,, the 
quotations being 200 for North Chicago and 
82% for West Chicago.

It is now said all trades in Diamond Match 
and New York Biscuit stock have been set- 
tled with the exception of that held by one 
house. ‘This ‘brokerage house has 1. 
shares of Diamond Match coming to it, 
bought in the August account on the last day 
the Exchange was open. It was bought for 
the account of the Moores, and on a good 
portion of it no margins were deposited. 
The Moores were unable to take the stock 
and the brokerage firm could not make good 
its contracts. It is proposed to settle these 
trades on much the same basis that was to 
have been accepted under the arrangement 
whereby the pool was to make a contribu- 
tion. The brokerage firm will give notes to 
margin the stock down, payable in one, two, 
three, and four years. This plan, it is said, 
will be accepted by those having stock going 
to the firm. If this is done the chances are 
there will be no failures when the Exchange 
opens on Thursday morning. Practicaliy all 
the other trades seem now to have been 
closed. 

If the election goes for McKinley the ma- 
jority of brokers look for advances in the 
price of local securities. There is already 
a considerable inquiry for stock and brokers 
say they are receiving conditional orders to 
buy, the condition being the election of Mo- 
Kinley. The trades that have been made 
recently have been almost altogether of an 
investment nature. There has been but little 
speculative trading since the closing of the 
Exchange, and a great many believe there 
will be but little after the Exchange is open. 
The fact that the banks look with more or 
less disfavor upon the account systempof 
trading will have the effect of curtailing 
transactions of that character. In order to 
speculate in stocks it is necessary in a ma- 
jority of instances to do it in part on bor- 
rowed money. While the banks refuse to 
make loans for account trades there is bound 
to be a considerable decline in that form of 
trading. 

Gold Hoardings Will Come Out. 


There is a good deal of speculation as to 
the amount of gold which has been hoarded 
that will come out after the election. There 
is no doubt there is considerable gold locked 
up, and also that other forms of money have 
been hoarded to some extent. This is not 
true ap much of the West as the East, where 
safety deposit companies have found it im- 
possible to meet the demand for boxes. In 
Chicago there has been comparatively little 
increase in the number of boxes rented. 
Notwithstanding this, however, there is a 
good deal,of capital which is undoubtedly 
being held to await the result of today’s 
eleation. When this money is released it ts 
expected it will have a considerable effect 
upon the money market. 

Sterling exchange is up one-half cent from 
the figures of Saturday, not so much as a 
result of an increased demand for exchange 
as in the falling off of bills. The hoarding 
of sterling bills continues a feature of the 
market, in spite of evidence that some ex- 
change which has been hoarded has come 
out. The result of this is to cause an irreg- 
ular market for demand bills. A firm in 
New York sent the following to its Chicago 
correspondents yesterday: Next Wednes- 
day, with all the hoards released, money is 
bound to rule easy. At the same time ex- 
change will, no doubt, suffer a serious de- 
cline, owing to the release of an immense 
amount of hoarded e sterling.“ 

The belief is generally expressed there will 

be a pretty free gold circulation with in- 
creased confidence after the election. The 
gold that is now locked up will not be slow in 
coming out for the reason the holders will have 
grown tired of losing interest. In fact it is said 
promises have been made of large deposits of 
old in the Subtreasury tomorrow, providing the re- 
urns indicate the election of McKinley. The 
President of one of the leading banks of New York 
is authority for the statement that $55,000,000 in 
gold has been locked up in comparatively small 
amounts.

Cash Sales of Stock a Feature of the 
Day in Wall Street. 
NEW ‘YORK, Nov. 2.—The stock market today 


exhibited pronounced strength and an unusually. 


broad distribution of a modest volume of business. 
The abnormal conditions confronting the specula- 
tive and investment community were responsible 
for indifference displayed to exceptional stringency 
in money rates. The same consideration com- 
pelled the cleaning up of short contracts that in 
some stocks had been long outstanding. In the 
face of rate for call funds ranging up to M per 
cent with interest a day. and ½ per cent and in- 
terest on loans over election day, together with 
higher actual and posted quotations for foreign 
exchange, stocks were buoyant and scored ex- 
treme advances of 1@3 per cent in the regular 
shares and 6% per cent in Bay State Gas.

MINERS KILLED BY AN EXPLOSION? 


4 Fatal Accident at the Packer Colliery 


at Ashiand, Pa. 

Ashland, Pa., Nov. 2.—Two persons were 
instantly killed and four others badly in- 
jured this afternoon by an explosion in 
Packer No. 2 colliery. 

The killed are: John Holleran, aged 35 
years, and Joseph Fann, aged 42 years. 

Thomas Walsh, John McGraw, Nicholas 
Mack, and John Korler were badly injured, 
the former probably fatally. 

The men were engaged in driving a tunnel, 
and had bored a hole in the rock, which they 
charged with powder. The fuse was at- 
tached and lighted by Walsh, while the 
others ran to a place of safety. After light- 
ing the fuse Walsh started after his com- 
rades, but his clothing caught on a spike 
and held him fast. He cried for assistance, 
and the men promptly responded. They had 
scarcely reached the spot before the ex- 
plosion occurred.

SCHOOL MEN AND CHURCH MEMBERS 
CRITICISE HIS SERMON. 


Commissioner Graham Quotes Statis- 
tics to Deny That Chicago Fails to 
Give Proper Facilities for Public 
Instruction — Parishioners of the 
Fourth Presbyterian Look Between 
the Lines of a Declaration for “Com- 
munal Life “ and Attack on Wealth.

The sermon of the Rev. Thomas C. Hall, 
pastor of the Fourth Presbyterian Church, 


which was noticed in Tun TRIBUNE yester- | 


day, caused a sensation in his congregation. 

His arraignment of men of wealth as selfish 
and bent upon nothing but the accumulation 
of money, his attack on the Chicago public 


| schools, and his picture of society as he 


thinks it will be when we shall trust our 
government with the functions that belong 
to government,” as well as his enthusiasm 
for what he called the communal lite.“ 
have been the topic of conversation among 
his parishoners ever since the close of the 
Sunday morning service. 


It was understood the minister would re-- 


fer to the approaching election and the con- 
gregation was eager to hear him declare 
himself. His sermon is pronounced a dis- 
appointment from this point of view. He 
is not considered to have declared himself 
openly. However, he left little doubt in the 
minds of some who claim to have read be- 
tween the lines the direction of his sym- 
pathies. 

The minister began his sermon by casti- 
gating those who believe the community is 
prosperous when the individuals are, and 
that the best way for the business-man and 
the laborer to serve the community is to look 
after their own interests and the interests 
of those dependent upon them. He an- 
nounced it was immoral to cast a vote with- 
out inquiring its effect upon the communal 
Ute.“ 


Attacks the Public School System. 

In the course of a vigorous attack upon 
existing social conditions in the country and 
particularly in Chicago, the public school 
system of the city came in for some of the 
hardest blows. 

There are,” he declared, from ten to 
twelve thousand children on the streets of 
Chicago today who could not get inside the 
public schools if they wanted to. There is 
no place for them. And there are something 
like 40,000 children in Chicago who do not 
get an opportunity even of learning their 
letters.“ 

Complaint is made that Mr. Hall did not 
say anything of the progress that has been 
made by the School Board during the last 
few years in the work of keeping pace with 
the growing population of the city. 

The school authorities themselves are 
especially positive in confuting some of Mr. 
Hall's statements. | 

Has any Chicago child ever applied for 
admittance to a public school and been 
turned away?’ Secretary W. A. S. Graham 
of the Board of Education was asked yes- 
terday. 

No,“ he anstwered. ‘‘ The board doesnot 
own houses enough to accommodate all the 
children, but it rents rooms to supply the 
deficiency.”’ 

Mr. Graham referred to official statistics 
on this subject. The report for September, 
1896, he said, showed there were 294 rooms in 
rented buildings, containing! 13,549 seats and 
accommodating 12,790 pupils. Only 15,385 of 
a total enrollment of 196,842 were in half- 
day divisions. The total number of séats 


for the same month was reported to be 204,-. 


361, while the total enrollment was 196,842, 
the average daily membership 188,813, and 
the average daily attendance 179,767. 


Questions Mr. Halle’s Authority. 


Mr. Graham said he did not know where 
the minister got his data on the number of 
children “ who do not get the opportunity of 
even learning their letters,“ as it would be 
absurd, he averred, simply to subtract from 
the number of children of school age re- 
turned by the census enumerators, the num- 
ber in actual attendance .on the public 
schools, as the private and parochial schools 
accommodated a large but not statistically 
known number. 

The School Board reports show the num- 
ber of school buildings owned by the city 
increased from 219 in 1891 to 295 in 1896 and 
that 236 rooms were rented in 1893-4, 271 in 
1894-5, and 296 in 1895-6. 

The minister’s remarks were characterized 
in the School Board rooms as extremely un- 
just to Chicago. Nothing was said about 
the Madison street school for waifs or the 
John Worthy School at the bridewell, which 
are institutions not duplicated in any other 
city in the country. 

So far as known, it was asserted, no other 
city in the country has a down-town public 
school for street waifs. The Madison street 
school, located just west of La Salle street, 
was maintained several years at the Waifs’ 
Mission in Washington street. It is now 
maintained separately by the School Board. 


Church Members Criticise. 


But there were other things in the sermon 
which evoked the criticism of some of the 
members of the church. One was this: 
The great trouble with our republic has 
been that the directing intelligence of this 
country has been so absorbed in the selfish 
pursuit of wealth that it has Hot had time 
for politics, so absorbed in the greed that 
seems to come like a flood over the country 
that we have left the politics to those who 
made a trade of it.“ 

Here is a great city and a lawless city,” 
said Mr. Hall in another part of his dis- 
course. The boys on the street are law-. 
less, as we have had testimony on our prop- 
erty this very night. Where do they learn 
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The little office boy sweeps out the office 
into the street. You tell him it is against 
the ordinance, and he laughs at you. ; 
We are lawless and there is a great genera- 
tion growing up more lawless yet, and un- 
less law, in all its rea] meaning, becomes 
part of the life of the American Nation, she 
will perish in her lawlessness.“ 

However, the minister said, it was not too 
late to retrieve, and then he drew a picture 
of the future considered rather startling 
to men bred with individualistic ideas. 

I see,“ he declared, those who come 
from far off shores welcomed to the great 
family. I see the deficiencies made good in 
the providence and the mercy of the com- 
munity. I see the vision of the time when 
men’s first duty will be to the community. 
I see the time when we shall trust our gov- 
ernment with the functions that belong to 
government, and weshall see to it that right- 
eousness is done between man and man, and 
that Jehovah receives the offerings of our 
lips and Sur lives.”’
